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The Annual Administration Report for 1913 covers the. last year of administra- 
tion of my State under the Superintendency of Captain G. H. Anderson I. A. to 
whom credit is chiefly due for carefully managing the finances of the State so as 
to show during the year, an increase of over half a Lakh in income and decrease 
of about 2 Lakhs in expenditure over the figures of the previous year. 

Captain Anderson’s administration of my State has been most successful in 
■every way. I am anxious to place on record my sense of gratitude and high 
approbation for the untiring zeal and devotion displayed by him throughout his 
service in Dholpur State. 

The new si heme of administration introduced only two months before the 
close of the year under review seems to be succeeding well and the officers selected 
to carry it on, have given satisfaction. 

It is to be regretted that owing to the holding off of the rains during the year 
and the scarcity of fodder, the people are facing some distress in parts of the State. 
Endeavours are, however, being made to mitigate their suffering. Suspensions 
■of revenue have been ordered where necessary and arrangement is being made lor 
the supply of fodder. 

The Ramsagar Irrigation works were opened during the year. They have 
been of immense help to the cultivators especially in this time of scarcity of rain. 

Mr. R. E. Holland while Political Agent, Eastern Rajputana States, took the 
keenest interest in the affairs of the State and his valuable advice and ready assis- 
tance deserve my warmest thanks. The Hon’ble Sir Elliot Colvin the Agent to the 
Governor General in Rajputana, has been an old friend of my house and has in- 
variably displayed a lively interest in the affairs of this State and evinced an 
anxious solicitude for ray welfare. It is impossible for me to thank him adequate- 
ly for the many acts of kindness done to me, my house and State.

CHAPTER i. 

GENERAL AND PRELIMINARY. 

1. Situation, Boundary, Area, Population, Revenue and 
Tribute . — The State is approximately triangular in shape with a wide angle in 
the North-West and running almost to a sharp point in the North-East; its area is 
1204 square miles. The annual gross revenue calculated on an average of the 
past five years is Rs. 12,00,000. The population according to the Census of 
1911 is 2,63,593. 

2. His Highness’ name, title, health and education.— The 

present ruler of the State is His Highness Rais-ud-daula Sipahdar-ul Mulk Saramad 
Rajhai Hind Maharajadhiraj Sri Sawai Maharaj Rana Udai Bhan Singh Lokindra 
Bahadur Diler Jang Jai Deo. 

His Highness is a Bamrolia Jat by caste and was born on the 12th February 
1893 and is now 20 years and 7 months old. His health throughout the year 
remained good. His Highness was educated at the Mayo College, Ajmer, where 
he passed the Diploma Examination and w T on several prizes. After a short course 
of training at the Imperial Cadet Corps at Dehra Dun, His Highness went on a 
tour to Europe and on return took direct charge of several of the State depart- 
ments and acquired an insight into the actual working of almost all the State 
departments preparatory to his being invested with full ruling powers. # 

3. His Highness the Maharaj Rana’s relations.— His 

Highness is married to the daughter of the Sardar of Badrukhan in Jhind State 
and his family is connected by marriage with the Nabha and Patiala Chiefs and 
with the decendants of Maharaja Ran jit Singh of the Punjab, now living at 
Rai Bareli. 

MOAFEMENTS OF HIS HIGHNESS AND HIS FAMILY. 

4. Patiala. — His Highness accompanied by the Superintendent of the State 
and other Sardars went to Patiala on the 27th October 1912 to join the marriage 
celebrations of His Highness the Maharaja of Patiala returning to Dholpur on 
the 1st November 1912. 

'“Note. — The investiture Darbar of Hie Highness the Maharaj Rana Udaibhan Singh -was held 
on the 9th October 1913 with all due ceremony. The Hon'ble Sir Elliot Colvin Agent to the 
Goiernor-General in Rajputana invested His Highness with full ruling powers. A full 
account of the Dai bar will appear in next years’ report as the event falls in that year. 



Ajmer.- On the loth November 1912 His Highness the Maharaj Rana 
and Captain Anderson I. A., the Superintendent oi the State went to Ajmer on 
the occasion of II. 1C. the A iceroy’s visit. 

Bharatpur. — Four visits on different dates were made to Bharatpur. 

AbU— His Highness the Maharaj Ban a accompanied by the Superintendent 
visited Abu in April and September during the year. 

Simla— During the hot weather His Highness the Maharaj Rana and Her 
Highness the Maharani Sahiba passed two months (May and June) at Simla 
returning to Dholpur on the 7th July 1913. 

Captain Anderson the Superintendent of the State was as usual with His 
Ilisrlmess on this occasion. 

The movements of His Highness within the State consist of two trips to 
Talshahi, one to Taltabli, a tour to Baseri and Bari with the Superintendent and 
a trip with the Political Agent, Eastern Rajputana States, and Superintendent 
to Bari and Sirmuthra. It was during this latter tour that the Ramsagar canal 
was opened by Mr. R. E. Holland I.C.S. Political Agent, Eastern Rajputana 
States, on the 30th January 1913 in the presence of His Highness the Maharaj 
Rana, the Superintendent of the State, the State Engineer and the other leading 
Sardars and officials of the State. 

TOUR OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 

5. The Superintendent travelled with His Highness the Maharaj Rana on 
all occasions. In addition to the trips made with His Highness, the Superinten- 
dent went to Agra and Bharatpur on 18th February 1913 returning on the 2Gth 
Idem, and to Sirmathra on tour on 6th August returning to Dholpur on the 
9th idem. 


VISITS OF THE POLITICAL AGENT. 


G. Mr. R. E. Holland l.S.C. held charge of the Political Agency Eastern 
Rajputana States till the 7th May 1113 when Lt. Col. K. D. Erskine C.I.E.,I. A. 
became the Political Agent.

8. Celebration of the King’s birthday.— The birthday of 
His Majesty the King Emperor was celebrated on the 3rd June 1912 in a befitting 
manner. The day was observed as a general holiday and sweetmeats were dis- 
tributed to the poor and prayers offered for the long life and prosperity of His 
Majesty the King Emperor. 

A review of the State troops was held and a salute of 101 guns fired in honor 
Ktf the day, 

CELEBRATION OF CHILDREN’S DAY 

9. A Children’s fete in honor of the recovery of His Excellency the Viceroy 
■was held on the 20th dune 1913. Arrangements were made to distribute sweet- 
meats and portraits of His Excellency the Viceroy and Lady Hardinge to children 
shrousrhout the State. 

At Dholpur, sports and Tamashas were provided on a large scale for the 
■entertainment of the children and prayers offered in honor of the recovery of 
His Excellency the Viceroy who has done so much for India. 

CHANGES IN THE PERSONNEL 

10. Pandit Narotam Dutta B. A. Special Munsiff was brought under reduc- 
tion on the 31st May 1913. 

On 31st Jul} r 1913 Sardar Bahadur Bhagat Singh Revenue Member was 
granted long leave preparatory to his retirement from Dholpur State service. 

The Sardar Bahadur had completed eleven years’ good service in the State 
and during this time was responsible for a great many improvements. Praise is 
especially due to him for the manner in which the finances of the State were 
conducted during his tenure of office. 

With effect from 1st August 1 91 3 a reorganization scheme resulting in the 
following appointments and changes was brought into force : —

— The demand for the year under report, 
was Rs. 9,45,153 out of which Rs. 942,369-4-6 were reali.-ed. 

14. Revenue cases. — The total number of Revenue cases for disposal 
in the Revenue Court for the year under report was 2173 of which 1765 .were 
decided, 76 remanded and 332 left pending at the end of the year. 

The total number of appeals from the Revenue Officer’s decisions before the 
Ijlas-Khas numbered 92, of which 63 were decided, leaving 29 pending at the 
close of the year. 


There were 9 restitution cases for disposal before the Ijlas-Khas. Of these 7, 
were decided and two left pending at the end of the year. 

15. Old Taccavi. — Rs. 1,200 were realised on account of old Taccavi 
due by the zamindars. 

The balance left unrealised at the end of the year was Rs. 33,116. Of this 
balance, Rs. 10,113 are due from the time of Col. Dinnehy and Rs. 23,003 from 
the time of Diwan Bishan Sarup.

(iii) 1.500 maps were marked for the purposes of chaktarasi. 

(iv) The Nazir’s accounts were systematically arranged and checked. Pergana 

books of all the TehsiB and Sirmathra Estate were compiled. 

22. State Bank. — The capital of the Bank is now R.s. 294,616-11-3 
against Rs. 2,81,531-0-9 last year. 

The deposits during the year amounted to Rs. 3,09,389-9-10 against 
3,79,668-4-10 in the preceding year. 

Gross profits for the year were R.s. 34,364-5-3 against Rs. 40,631-4-9 last 
year. 

The net profits were calculated at Rs. 5'8938 per cent per annum or Rs, 
5-14-3 against Rs. 7*1 18 or Rs. 7-1-10A.

The reserve fund as shown in the previous year amounted to Rs. 30,000 
which has now been -raised to Rs. 31,459-15-0.

The balance sheet, and profit and loss statement (Appendices XX and XXA) 
will show full details of the financial position of the Bank on 30th September 
1913 . 
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The Bank held 24 meetings during the year. 

Poor House. — 9125 poor anl needy people were fed, which cost Rs. 
1,428-5-3 giving 2i annas average cost per head. 

The Bank has also given Rs. 6,000 this year towards the construction of the 
Zenana Hospital. 

Snrdar Bahadur Bhngat Singh Revenue Member having retired, Khan Bahadur 
Qazi Azizuddiu Ahmad, Judicial Secretary became a Member of the Bank in his 
place. Balm Kunj Behan Lai, Revenue Secretary was appointed a new Member 
of the Bank during the year. 

It may be added that although this State bank does without a doubt serve a 
useful purpose in the State, there has been a tendency during the last few years to 
regard it merely as a profit making concern for a few leading Sardars and Officials 
instead of the charitable institution which His Highness Maharaj Rana Nihal Singh 
started for the help of poor persons in want and for tenants and Zimindars in 
need of funds at a low rate of interest. The tendency is being corrected but needs 
to be watched. 

Arrangements are being made for audit from outside---a much needed measure 
which should be carried out as soon as possible.

— The health of the prisoners has been good throughout the 
year. All the 8 prisoners treated as indoor patients were discharged as cured. 

2,691 were treated as outdoor patients in addition to the indoor patients at the 
jail dispensary. 

— The conduct of the prisoners with the 
exception of a few who were adequately punished for the offences committed, has 
been satisfactory. The practice of giving marks for good conduct to prisoners 
continued in force. 

51. Escape. — Of the three prisoners escaped one was re-captured. The 
Warder through who-e negligence the prisoners escaped was dismissed from service. 

52. Cost of prisoners. — The total expenditure amounted to Rs. 10,511- 
4-9 against Rs. 8,384-9-3 in the previous year. The increase is due to the in- 
crease in the number of convicts. The average cost of diet per prisoner was -/ 1/4 
against -/l/7*8 last year 

The decrease was due to economy having been exercised in regard to expendi- 
ture. 

53. Jail industry and. labour.— -The Jail Factories worked under 
the direction of the Jailor and the ISTaib Jailor. The articles manufactured were 
Ban Munj, Plain and coloured Durries, Fancy Durries of sorts, Munj matting, 
Munj Pardas, Cotton carpets, Woolen carpets, Newar, Bastas, Garha, Dusuti, 
Jharans of sorts, Cotton and hemp ropes and Blankets.

The following are the reasons of increase and decrease in the expenditure of 
the Karkhanas. 

Stables. — The increase is due to the purchase of horses. No horses were 
purchased last year. Expenditure in this Karkhana needs to be carefully con- 
trolled and His Highness has been asked to give the matter his attention. During 
the year a number of useless animals were auctioned and the total considerably 
reduced but with the advent of Motor cars and the expenditure involved in 
their running and upkeep, great effort should be made in the reduction of stable 
expenditure. 

Elephants. — The decrease is due to the death of one elephant. 

Rathkhana. — The increase is due to the purchase of bullocks for Raths. 

Farashkhana. — The increase is due to the purchase of tents and their 
accessories and furniture as they were badly required. 

Gardens. — The increase is due to the purchase of well-gear or articles for 
drawing water such as charsas etc. This still remains an expensive department 
in which expenditure requires more control. 

Head office Karkhanajat. — The increase is due to x g pay of the 
Superintendent of Karkhanajat and his staff being charged. Last year the whole 
pay was c-harged to the Revenue Department. 
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74 Forests. — The total income of the Forest Department was Rs. 14,213 
against Its. 10,914 last year and the expenditure was Rs. 11,005 against Rs. 
12,142 in the preceding year. 

75 Charcoal. — The total receipts including the balance in stock at cost 
price amounted to Rs. 4,570 and the total expenditure to Rs. 4,251 showing 
Rs. 319 as balance and net earnings of the department. 

76 Firewood. — The total receipts including the balance in stock at cost 
price and Abwab amounted to Rs. 7,116 whereas the expenditure to Rs. 6,138 
showing Rs. 978 as balance and net earnings of the department. 

The work of this department reflects credit on Sardar Umrao Singh. Much 
more, however, remains to be done. 

77. Public Works. — Appendix XIII shows the expenditure on 
Public Works aggregating l?s. 1,79*207. Deducting Rs. 37,904 the cost of 
establishment and adding Rs. 36,981 cost of works executed for other depart- 
ments, the percentage of establishment to works amounts to Rs. 21'26. 

This would appear to be high but a great portion of the charge of Rs. 37,904. 
consists of the salaries of the State Engineer, Assistant Engineer and Mr. 
Adamson. These with the pay of one supervisor, one Head Draftsman and one 
Sub-overseer amount to Its, 22,000 approximately. 

As a large part of the State Engineer’s time has been devoted to the Bari- 
Tantpur extension and the State Quarries against which no charge is made, while 
Mr. Adamson works on the D. B. Railway it would be fair to consider the charges 
for P. W, D. reduced by about Rs. 10,000 in which case the percentage falls to 
Rs. 15'65. A sum of Rs. 7,143 is taken up by Telephones, Boats, Guest House etc. 

78. The principal Avorks taken in hand in the course of the year were : — 

(i) Improvements to public offices.— 

The expenditure was Rs. 8,073. 

(ii) Improvements to Palace.— The expenditure on this head 

amounted to Rs. 7115. 

(iii) Talshahi Palace buildings.— Expenditure incurred Rs. 4,280 

in the conversion of a portion of the building into reems. 

(iv) New Rest House at Raj akhera.— Expenditure amounted to

The gross receipts aggregated Rs. 50,854 being an increase of Rs. 16,023 
or 31 '50 per cent. 

The working expenses amounted to Rs. 32,442 or 63'79 of the gross earnings 
as against 86 - 48 per cent last year. 

Capital Account. — Rs. 7,718 has been spent during the year, chiefly 
to purchase of wheel lathe and improvements to existing station buildings. 

Length of the line. — Owing to the opening of Bari Baseri Section, 9‘05 
miles have been added during this year to the main line and '85 miles to the sidings. 
The total length of the line opened on the last day of the year was 28‘43 and 
sidings 4’68 miles. The cost of maintenance of main line was Rs. 331 per mile 
and main line and sidings Rs. 277 per mile.

94. Attendance Of patients.— 676 In and 47,020 Out patients were 
treated against 640 In and 51,869 Out patients of the past year showing an incre- 
ase of 36 In patients and a decrease of 4,849 Out patients. This decrease is attribut- 
able to the year being a healthy one. 

95. Surgical Operations.— The number of Surgical operations per- 
formed during the year under report was 1646 against 1,732 in the previous year 
showing a decrease of 86 operations. Excellent operations, however, were per- 
formed at the head quarters Hospital by the Assistant Surgeon incharge. 

96. Epidemic Diseases. — Cholera. The total number of Cholera Cases 
reported was 794 out of which 372 proved fatal. The disease first broke out at 
Kankret, Tehsil Baseri on the 26 April 1913 and spread to other villages, and towns. 
The Capital also was affected where 122 Cases and 51 deaths occurred. The di- 
sease continued till the 21st September 1913. Necessary measures for its eradi- 
cation were taken as usual. 

97. Vaccination.— The work during the year was good. The number 
of primary vaccinations was 8,870 against 7,858 in the preceding year, of which 
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S865 were successful. The average number of operations performed by each 
vaccinator was 1267*14 against 1122T4 of last year. 33*66 per mille of the 
population were successfully vaccinated against 29'0S in the previous year. 6*28 
and 78*50 per cent of the vaccinations performed were inspected by the Agency 
Surgeon and the Assistant Superintendent of Vaccination respectively. The 
percentage of successful cases of the total number inspected by the Agency Sur- 
geon and the Assistant Superintendent of Vaccination was 99*94 and 99*93 
respectively. The expenditure, including the pay of the Establishment was 
lis. 1020-3-3 against 11s. 911-S-9 in the previous year.

111. Changes in the personnel. — Balm Kannoo Mai m. a. took over 
charge of the Education department on 1st August 1913 in addition to his duties 
a-> Judicial Officer of the State. Pandit Brij Mohan Lai B. A. was thus relieved 
of his duties ns Inspector of Schools and permitted to devote his whole time to 
the Maharana High School. 

112. The principal reforms introduced in the Education department during 
the last two months are: — 

(i) Introduction of Service Books for the Education department. 

(ii) Introduction of Boarding rules. 

(iii) Introduction of rules regulating education for local students outside the 

Suite. Some boys have been given scholarship of Es. 10 each for 
prosecuting studies for Arts Examination.
